Canada May Participate 
In Military Defence Pact

WASHINGTON, Novy, 8.—(AP)—Creation of a permanent “Inter- 
American Military Defence Council” will be studied at the Bogota 
conference opening next Jan. 17 to carry forward the plans for a 
Western Hemisphere defence pact agreed upon at the recent con- 
ference in Rio De Janeiro, 

The organization plans, prepared for the Bogota 
and not yet made public, are understood to contain definite details 
of the proposed permanent council and to provide for the inclusion 
of Canada if that country desires to participate 

The same provision was made when the military defence 
pact was drawn up at the Rio conference in which Canada did not 
participate 

The draft plans described the objective of the proposed organ- 
ization as “defence of the Western Hemisphere,” and estimate an 
annual operational budget of $150,000,000 to be shared by the 21 
American republics 

It was submitted recently to the governing board of the 
American Union for transmission to the governments which 
be represented at Bogota 

The proposal is to make the defence council a 
integral part of the Inter-American system under the Pan American

B.C. Salmon Canneries 
® Face Potential Extinction 


VANCOUVER, Nov. 8— 
(CP)—With United States sal- 
mon canneries appropriating 
the bulk of the yearly British 
Columbia catch with their 
higher prices and heavier de- 
mands, cannery operators here 
speculated yesterday on the 
potential extinction of the dom- 
estic industry, unless drastic 
governmental steps are taken 
soon to revise existing tariffs 
on the export of the fish to 
the US.

said one city operator, 

This is the warning given by 
B.C. canners in general, who 
point out that the matter is a 
major policy issue in which 
Canada’s raw products are at 
stake. 

The recent federal order lift- 
ing the embargo on the ship- 
ment of salmon has caused 
a situation in which virtually 
all the fish caught in local 
waters are finding their way to 
the American market, 

“It would not be so serious 
if there was an equal U.S. duty 
structure on the import of Can- 
adian salmon,” one operator 
declared. “One cent a pound 
is levied on raw salmon enter- 
ing the U.S. whereas a 25 per 
cent ad valorem is assessed on 
British Columbia salmon im- 
ports.” 

Where the duty structure is 
equitable, B.C. canners would 
compete with the Americans, 
pay B.C. fishermen higher 
prices and then sell the canned 
products to the United States. 
They cannot do this under the 
existing economic structure. 

“Canada needs US. dollars, 
but we think there are other 
ways of getting them besides 
shipping our raw products out 
of the country,” asserted anoth- 
er cannery official. 

The only thing putting off 
employment at present on the 
B.C. coastal canneries is the 
herring pack. 

As the probable method of 
relief, operators stated that 
only pressure on Washington, 
D.C., could create a change in 
duty structure. They say they 
know of no organized industry 
protest to Ottawa, but indica- 
tions are that individual or 
perhaps collective complaints 


will be made.

gallery. When her attention was attracted by a large) 
canvas depicting the Crucifixion, the child exclaimed: “Oh, 
look, Mummy! A man dying!” The mother turned casual 
eves toward the painting. “Why, dear, so it is!” Both then 
examined a portrait of Charles I, which the little girl 
recognized at once. 

Incredible as it may seam, thousands of children have 
never heard of Christ. Like the London child, they can look 
at a picture of the Savior preaching by the shores of Galilee 
or seated with His mother at the marriage feast of Cana and 
perceive nothing more than a man of strikingly benign 
appearance. To tell them that this radiant figure was God 
made man would evoke uncomprehending stares. 

Fortunately, the actual percentage of religiously illiterate 
children is small. Some belong to underprivileged families, 
others to well-to-do-homes. All, of course, attend school. 
But their parents never teach them religion, never take them | 
to church or send them to Sunday school. Often the parents | 


He themselves are indifferent toward religion, or don’t know) Church 


enough about it to be qualified as instructors. 
That there should be even a handful of religionless 


children should make parents generally doubly anxious to 


see that their charges are not only properly instructed in 
religious truths, but encouraged to attend church regularly 
and to acquire through reading and other means a sound 
| understanding of the vital role of religion in every human life. 

To deprive a child of religious training for any reason 
| whatsoever is an act of grave injustice. Most parents, for- 
tunately, are only too glad to see to it that their young ones 
are trained to understand and practice the truths of religion. 
However, besides fulfilling the primary obligation of seeing 
to it that their children are given a knowledge of God and of 
man's moral responsibilities, parents must also be constant 
exemplars of the truths of religion. It is in this respect, 
perhaps, that many parents may most profitably take 
inventory of themselves.
